The president recognized Mr. Kerr 


and accorded him the privilege of ad- 
dressing the convention. 


After returning thanks to the friends 


among the delegates and the voters 
throughout the county, who had urged 
him to become a congressional candi- 
date, he emphatically declared that he 
was not and had not been a candidate 
for congressional nomination; but, he 
was thoroughly convinced that, in 
regard to this important question, 
there was but one wise and judicious 
course for the Democrats of Bedford 
county to pursue; and that course was 
to select fair and impartial conferees, 
who had at heart only the best inter- 
ests of the Democracy of the county 
and the district, aud have them meet 
like conferees from other counties of 
the district, and deliberately select 
some capable and available gentleman 
to be our standard bearer.

He was 
ahot here.last'evenlng by ammn named 
Angelo Bressi de Prato and died in a 
few minutes. The assassin ia an an- 
archist, a member of the International 
aociety.' The King had been attending 
a distribution of prizes in connection 
with a gymnastic competition. He 
had just entered his carriage, with hia 
aide-de-camp, amid the cheers of the 
crowd, when he was struck by three 
revolver shots fired in quick succes- 
sion. One pierced the heart of his 
majesty, who fell back and expired in 
a few minutes. The assassin was im- 
mediately arrested and, with some 
difficulty, was saved from the fury of 
the populace. He gave bis name as 
Angelo Bressi, describing himself at 
of Prato, in Tnscany.

He was born in Prato, November 10, 


1869, and is a weaver by trade. He 
comes from America, where he had 
resided at Patterson, N. J. He says he 
had no accomplices, and that he com- 
mitted the.crime because of his hatred 
of monarchial institutions. He reach- 
ed Monza July 87, from Milan, where 
he stayed a fen days.

The royal carriage covered the dis- 


tance between the gymnastic society 
club house, where the crime was com- 
mitted, and the royal villa at full 
speed, requiring but three minutes. 
The king expired on the way, and 
although placed on a bed, was dead 
when the doctors arrived. 


Humbert IV, king of Italy, was born 


March 14,1844, the eldest son of Victor 
Immantiel, afterward king of Sardinia, 
and the first king of a united Italy, 
and the Archduchess Adelaide, of Aus- 
tria. 


In 1858 Humbert married his cousin, 


the Princess Marguerite, of Savoy, 
daughter of the Duke Ferdinand of 
Genoa, brother of King Victor Imman- 
uel. The only child born to this union 
ii Victor Immanuel, Prince of Naples. 
Victor Immannel died January 9,1878, 
when Humbert became the 'second 
king of United Italy. In November of 
the same year a man named Giovanni 
Passanante attempted to assassinate 
him while he was entering Naples in 
a carriage, but he' escaped with a 
slight scratch. 


During the reign of King Humbert 


Italy has steadily advanced in wealth 
and standing among the nations. 


Personally King Humbert was ex- 


ceedingly popular, and his Queen is 
much beloved.

WASHINGTON, July 31.—It is believed 


here that something definite will be 
known in regard to China by the end 
of next week. Earl Li has declared 
that the ministers are safe and on 
their way to the coast, and this state- 
ment should be proved or disproved 
before long. At present the state de- 
partment does not know what to 
think. Officially, it accepts Minister 
Wu's reports as accurate and—con- 
tinues to send troops to China and to 
urge an advance on Pekin by the 
allies. There is no doubt that what 
news has been received recently tends 
to discredit Chinese representations, 
which offer no proof and may depend 
entirely on mere assertion. Admiral 
Kempff has cabled positively that the 
Imperial authorities are in sympathy 
with the Boxers, and that, anyway, 
they are powerless and incapable of 
controlling the situation. This is the 
first official declaration to reach the 
United States government contradic- 
tory to the Chinese representations 
that the Imperial 
government had 


steadfastly and from the first opposed 
the Boxer movement. Exchanges in 
constant progress between the powers 
are tending more and more to cast sus- 
picion upon the genuineness of the 
many communications that have come 
from Pekin through Chinese govern- 
ment sources. If it should be estab- 
lished that there has been an attempt 
on the part of the Chinese to practice 
a gigantic fraud upon the world, this 
fact may call for a change of attitude 
on the part of the United States gov- 
ernment toward China. 
This would 


not affect the military policy already 
under way, but merely the technical 
relations between the two govern- 
ments, which would closely approxi- 
mate a state of formal war. 


The official determination 
of the

The fatuous, reckless 


bravado of the Republican position is utter- 
ly inexplicable, except on the theory of 
Euripides that "when God is contriving 
misfortunes for man, He first deprives him 
of his reason." 


As to Mr. B%-an personally and as a 


statesman of courage and convictions, 
Mr. Ehrich says: 


1 nave been on terms of cloM personal 


acquaintanceship with Mr. Bryan, dating 
prior to 1S96. His honesty and sincerity I 
never questioned. I clearly realized, how- 
ever, that, with hundreds of intelligent and 
conscientious men, his mind has become 
enmeshed and logically deflected by the 
half-truths, or, better, quarter-truths, of 
what is known as "the quantitative theory 
of money." That he has moral courage 
and moral strength the country no longer 
donbts. His very obstinacy in enforcing a 
reiteration of the free silver plank, how- 
ever regrettable in one view, is none the 
less an evidence that he has the force and 
the unswerving will to carry out his pledges 
so far as the Philippine islands are con- 
cerned. It is said that Mr. Bryan has had 
very little executive experience. 
Pray 


tell me, how much executive experience 
did Abraham Lincoln have when elected to 
the presidency 1 Mr. Bryan has thus far 
been less of a failure than Lincoln was at 
his age—his congressional career was far 
more brilliant—and his experience with 
men and the the world generally is in- 
finitely more extended. 


It is maintained that Bryan is a dema- 


gogue. Let me recall a significant page in 
American history: Just one hundred years 
ago Thomas Jefferson was nominated for 
the presidency. The intellect, wealth and 
culture of the country opposed him. He 
was denounced as the demagogue of dema- 
gogues, "an atheist in religion, and a 
fanatic in politics.'' An historian has thus 
formulated the prevailing political senti- 
ment of that time: "Every dissolute in- 
triguer, loo=e-liver, forger, false-coiner and 
prison-bird; every harebrained loud talk- 
ing demagogue; every speculator, scoffer 
and atheist, was a follower of Jefferson; 
and Jefferson was himself the incarnation 
of their theories." The result of the elec- 
tion showed that Jefferson was entitled to 
the same number of votes in the electoral 
college as Aaron Burr, and that he had 
only eight more votes than Adams. It was 
only after six days of balloting in the 
house that he was elected president. Dur- 
ing his term of office "his executive au- 
thority was more complete than had ever 
before been known in American history." 
Nevertheless, the administration of this 
••demagogue" was so satisfying to the 
nation that in the election of 1304 he re- 
ceived all but fourteen votes of the entire 
electoral college. Asa writer puts it: "He 
had annihilated opposition and had become 
the idol of four-fifths of the nation." His- 
tory has a fashion of repeating itself. The 
words of Lowell can well b% pondered at 
this time: "It is a proverb that to tarn a 
radical into a conservative there needs 
only to pat him into office, because then 
the license of speculation or sentiment is 
limited by a sense of responsibility." 


It is not surprising that those Dem- 


ocrats who wandered from the fold in 


1S9G have returned to the true faith. 
Four years ovf McKinleyism was more 
than they bargained for. And there 
are many others who cannot endorse 
the imperialistic and plutocratic policy 


of William of Canton.

A Peculiar Fenlure of the War.

NEW YORK, July 31. 


"We have sowed the wind 
And have reaped the whirlwind'" 


Twenty years have scarcely passed 


since a wretched demagogue in the 
city of San Francisco roused thou- 
sands of the baser sort, like himself, 
with the cry of "Down with the China- 
man. 
Death to the Chinaman. Ban- 


ish the Chinaman." This was an ap- 
peal for the robbery and assassination 
of a people 
who represented one- 


quarter of the human race—whose 
industry and frugality were proverbial, 
whose faces were seldom seen in our 
criminal courts and whose honesty 
was a thousand per cent, above that 
of their accusers on the sand lots. 
The sand lot was the forum where 
treason hatched its unclean brood, the 
temple of which Dennis Kearney was 
the high priest and oracle, whose ful- 
minatioDS were received as gospel by 
the ignorant crew that formed the 
great body of his followers. 
Every 


crime in the calendar was laid at the 
Chinaman's door and the most serious 
offense was that he was ruining the 
field of labor—and this at a time 
when tbe population of the United 
States amounted to sixty millions 
and there were 
not forty thous- 


and Chinamen at one time within 
our borders, and 
the entire im- 


migration 
of 
Chinamen 
to 
the 


United States in a hundred years was 
less than seventy thousand. But a 
hue and cry was wanted and a leader 
was needed to marshal tbe unsavory 
host in battle array. He was to lead 
them up to the capital at Washington 
and to terrorize our lawmakers with 
the threats of labor's vengeance if 
they refused. 
The portals of this 


mighty republic were closed against 
no other of God's creatures on account 
of his nationality. 
The teachings of 


Confucius were old and gray when 
Christ was born in the manger at 
Bethlehem; the teachings of Buddha 
claimed the unquestioned allegiance 
of hundreds of millions of the human 
race before 
Cheops and Cephenes 


reared their hoary heads above the 
desert's burning sand. 


A minister who bad been a mission- 


ary in China for fifteen years, in an 
article published in one of our leading 
journals last week, declares that the 
intemperate zeal of many of the young 
missionaries, who desire to distinguish 
themselves, has been mainly instru- neck of bottle. 
mental in bringing abont the present 
unhappy state of affairs. Millions of 
tracts were sent out there and all 
sorts of religious appeals were made. 
Not one in ten thousand of them were 
ever read. 
To touch one of them 


meant contamination to a Chinaman. 
In some pamphlets the religion of 
China was not only denounced and 
assailed as the most heinous of crimes, 
but the act that gave the greatest 
offense was throwing the tracts on the 
temple grounds. It was in vain that 
tbe priests complained, in vain that 
they sought redress at the consular 
courts. They were only laughed at 
and the aggravating crime still went 
on without let or hindrance. Right 
is eternally right, and wrong is eter- 
nally wrong. 
Here are we demanding 


protection for our missionaries, with 
their right to appeal to our consular 
courts, and at the same time we are 
slamming the door in the face of 
China's three hundred and fifty mil- 
lions and giving them to understand 
that the United States demands and 
will insist on having greater privi- 
leges and more perfect protection for 
Americans in China than China ex- 
tends to her own citizens. Then, in 
return for the protection extended to 
our missionaries and merchants, a 
citizen of China within the limits of 
the United States has no rights that 
an American is bound to respect. But 
while we write the war is upon us. 
A war which in consequences and cost 
has never been known in the world 
before. 
All civilized nations are 


hastening their armed battalions to 
the scene of strife. But the united 
armies now hastening over land and 
sea are insignificant in numbers when 
compared 
with 
the 
3,500,000 that 


Prince Tuan has mobilized and with 
which he is ready to meet the invader. 


China has evidently profited by the 


lesson she learned in the Japanese 
war. 
There she met a foe whom she 


scarcely thought worthy of her steel 
and the civilized world, almost with- 
out an exception, believed that Japan 
would be engulfed and swallowed up 
by h er rich and mighty neighbor. But 
the world had made a terrible mis- 
. take; it could scarcely realize that a 
nation, which a few years ago ranked 
with Corea and the hermit empire of 
Thibet, stepped into that splendid 
arena where numbers were more than 
matched by the latest discoveries in 
military and naval science. 


The Japanese had been ardent and 


careful students. Wherever science 
could aid them they were swift to 
avail themselves of every opportunity 
that offered. China had magnificent 
battleships, but was ignorant of their 
possibilities. She had a mighty army, 
but it was no match for the perfect 
discipline and knowledge of the art of 
war exhibited by Japan. Japan had 
noble battleships and she knew how 
to use them; every sailor knew his 
place and understood the powers of 
the tremendous engine before him. It 
was the man behind the gun. 


The most peculiar feature of the 


war that is now upon us is the fright- 
ful tension to which the entire civil- 
ized world has been put the past six 
weeks. Day after day we have met 
the most frightful stroies of horrid 
massacres and 
dreadful suffering, 


served up with a detail so shocking 
that it had to be accepted as true. 
Hen and women slaughtered in the 
open day and in the presence of thous- 
ands and their children's brains dashed 
ont against the stones, until our hearts 
grew sick and we had supped full of 
horrors. Next day we learned th'at 
our loved ones were safe and cared for 
by the empress in person, who was the 
friend of tbe armies that were then 
advancing on her capital. Cipher des- 
patches were repeated every day and in- 
dorsed by tbe viceroys in the different 
parts of the empire. One day we are 


med that not a Christian was left 


ithin the walls; all had perish- 


ed, vietimt of those might; fan* that 


hurling through the air for a distance 
of fifteen miles. 


For the past few days, while reports 


are constantly conflicting, as the 
armies of civilization come to a better 
understanding and will consent to be 
ruled by a single head, 
the final 


triumph of peace does not seem such a 
remote possibility. 


For the necessities of our army on 


land and our navy at sea the cost has 
been tremendous, but it is gratifying 
to know that in this time of need our 
national resources have been equal to 
the demands made upon them. It is 
only a few years since when we re- 
joiced as we computed the increase of 
our national wealth by millions— 
grander still as we reach a thousand 
millions, which is the high water mark 
of the nation's prosperity. 
It is but a 


few months since that giant ships lay 
at our wharves unable to procure a 
freight, but to-day the United States, 
France, Germany and Russia are ar- 
dently competing for keels to convey 
their armies and supplies to the seat 
of war in China. Men are wanted for 
our battleships and our armies need 
thousands of recruits. Every available 
ship that can be chartered or bought 
is turning its prow to China, which is 
to be the gigantic battlefield of the 
world. 


For the present, South Africa, which 


engrossed our attention a few weeks 
ago, has almost been lost sight of. It 
seems as if the long cherished hope of 
Lord Roberts will be gratified of forc- 
ing his foe to a decisive engagement, 
which will be the final battle of the 
war. Are the recent actions only the 
beginning of the end ? And we say 
with him who has sailed the seas for 
weary months and years, "The land is 
in sight." Pray Bod it may be that 
the sun of peace may set no more. 


All the week the politicians have 


been gathering their friends on both 
sides—Democrats 
and 
Republicans, 


Populists and Middle-of-the-Koaders, 
not to mention the Anti-Imperialists. 
They all hope for national recogni- 
tion. They all cannot be elected, but 
they hope to be, and each of the great 
parties will not waste much ammuni- 
tion, for neither has money to burn.

After a year of arduous negotiation

Dannliian provinces, proclaiming at the 
same time that lie liad "no intention 
to commence war." 


The central European countries at- 


tempted to secure a compromise, but 
neither party would agree to their 
mediation, and in October the sultan 
declared war. 


England and France joined him. and 


so from such slight beginnings spranj 
the most merciless, bloody.and fruit- 
less struggle of the nineteenth cen- 
tury.—New York Journal.

The last occasion, it is believed, on 


which suits of armor were worn in bat- 
tle by European soldiers was in 17!)9. 
Tlic incident, according to chroniclers 
of the Napoleonic wars, took place in 
that year, when a small French force 
was holding the little fort at Aqnllla 
In the Ahriizzi against a rising of tlie 
hostile peasantry of tlie district. 


The French were not strong enough 


to fight their way through the lines of

who 
outnumbered 


them 2(1 to 1. while, as the latter hail 
no guns, the Frenchmen could hold 
Xlieir position witli confidence. 


There' were, however, left on the 


space lying between 
the 
opposing 


furces some ilox.cn or so guns which the 
beleaguered had not been able to take 
with them into the fort. 


An attempt was made by tlie besieg- 


ers to remove, these guns by means of 
a long rope worked by a capstan plac- 
ed iu a house a short distance away, 
and. 
though their lirst endeavors re- 


sulted in failure, the French realized 
that the ultimate capture of the ord- 
nance would seriously jeopardize the 
chances of the fort holding out. . 


The necessity of spiking the guns 


was apparent, but a sortie in the face 
of the overwhelming musketry tire of 
tlic insurgents was ont of the question. 
At tins juncture an idea occurred to an 
artillery olHeor. He remembered hav- 
ing noticed, in making an inspection of 
the magazine, some old plate armor, 
and, 
selecting from the best preserved 


12 suits, he determined to try whether 
they would not afford sntlieient protec- 
tion for liis men to attempt to work un- 
der cover of their own guns. 


Twelve stalwarts, therefore, marched 


ont clad in this cumbrous, unaccustom- 
ed accouterment, taking with them the 
necessary tools, and succeeded in exe- 
cuting their purpose under a hail of 
bullets from the besiegers.

Poirder Bnrna In Shooting Caaefl. 
"Powder burns have played a curi- 


ously Important part before the courts," 
remarked a New Orleans lawyer who 
has a large criminal practice. "Their 
presence or absence is often depended 
upon to determine proximity In myste- 
rious shootings, and they have fre- 
quently settled the question of suicide 
or murder where the fact was in doubt. 


"I was interested In a case of that 


kind in the early days of my practice 
and prevailed upon a prominent sur- 
geon of this city who Is now dead to 
ascertain for me by practical experi- 
ment upon a body in the dissecting 
room exactly how far away the ex- 
plosion of a pistol would produce burns 
and powder marks. He used a .32 cal- 
iber revolver and found that the flame 
of the discharge made a distinct burn 
at a distance of 2V4 feet, and powder 
marks were left at a distance of more 
than two yards. 


"Of course the grains were not actu- 


ally driven Into the skin, as they are at 
shorter range, but the marks were 
clearly discernible and could not be 
easily removed. I was surprised at the 
result, and It satisfied me that many 
erroneous conclusions had been drawn 
from such evidence in the past. It is 
generally supposed that the weapon 
must be held almost against the skin to 
leave traces of flame and powder."— 
New Orleans Times-Democrat

Mnpnetlc Clay. 


Most kinds of clay contain a. consid- 


erable proportion of iron. The red col- 
or of bricks, for example, is due to the 
presence of oxides of iron. Whenever 
an object molded of clay is baked at 
the temperature of the potter's furnace 
In tbe presence of a magnetic Held or 
Influence, the otherwise homogeneous 
clay shows when cooled traces of'mag- 
netism iu a definite direction. This In- 
herent magnetism Is sufficient to show 
the direction and give an idea as to the 
Intensity of the magnetizing force that 
acted while the clay was in the fur- 
nace. 


This peculiar property has been used 


to solve some questions of great Inter- 
est to scientiDc people In general. An 
accurate knowledge of the direction of 
the earth's magnetic force in early his- 
torical times has been deduced by sev- 
eral Italian physicists from study of 
the traces of magnetism shown by Etru- 
rian vases and other objects of clay 
exhumed from old tombs. The con- 
clusion reached is that the direction of 
the earth's magnetic field has varied 
very greatly in the 5,000 or 0,000 years 
represented by the age of the objects 
examined.

30 years ago two nicks was the usual 
thing. But there came Improvements 
in typemaking, and it was discovered 
that three or four nicks on the side of 
the type made it easier for the printer 
to handle, and so the three or foar 
nicked type came Into style and the 
two nicked type went into disuse and 
bad repute. Printers despised the two 
nicked type. About that time women 
got a foothold In the printing offices. 
They were not regarded with favor by 
the old time printers. The women and 
the two nicked type were in about the 
same category in the esteem of the old 
typo, and it was very natural that he 
should come to express both by the 
same words. They both became two 
nickers,' and the expression has be- 
come traditional In printshops."—Mem- 
ohis Scimitar.

DOWN WITH A PARACHUTE, 


A Clrfmg DnHoon Man Suy* It'l Gen- 


tle nnd Not IlnziirtlanH. 


"Comiui; down from tl e cknifls in a 


parachute is like a ilrau.i," suij a clr 
cus balloon artist. 
"Ever liioam o 


falling from a high place? You comi 
down, alight quietly and awake, and 
you're not uurt. Well, that's the para 
chute drop over again. No; there is 
danger. A parachute can be guidcc 
readily on the down trip, but you can1 
steer a balloon. To guide a parachute 
out of harm's way a practiced ham 
can tilt it one way or the other, spil 
out air and thus work it to where you 
want to land or to avoid water, tree! 
chimneys or church spires. Circus as 
censions are generally made In the 
evening. When the sun goes down, tl'» 
wind goes down. 
The balloon then 


shoots into the air, aud the parachute 
drops back on the ciicin, lot or not far 
away. A balloon is made of 4 per cen 
muslin and weighs about 500 pounds 
A parachute is made of S cent muslin. 


"There is much more danger is com 


Ing down In a balloon. When It strikes 
the earth, it's like a big ball and 
bounds up again, taking you with it 
Not long rgo in McKeesport, Pa., 
came down in a balloon because the 
parachute would uot let go. I uearlj 
came down in a big stack of a bias 
furnace, but the hot air diove the bal 
loon away. 
After that I never intrust 


ed the parachute annugement to any 
one, but attended to it myself. 


"The rope that secuies the parachute 


is cut with a knife. 
The aerouau 


drops fully 100 feet before the para 
chute begins to 
fill 
It must all i 


you're up high enough. There are sev 
eral huudred painehuto men in the 
business, and tin1 acndcMits are less in 
ratio than railroad cabiiallies. A man 
can't shake out a parachute if it don' 
open. A man in the air is simply pow 
erless. Invariably the fall is head first 
When the parachute begins to fill, tin 
descent is less rapid, and linally when 
the parachute has gradually filled i 
bulges out with a pop. Then the aero 
naut climbs on to his trapeze and 
guides the parachute to a safe landing 
In seven cases out of ten you can lant 
back on the lot where you started from 
The first performers must have had 
nerve to make the drop. 
Now It is a 


regular business, not considered haz 
ardous at all. The hardest work is t 
bring back the balloon with a wagon 
Sometimes it tears In the trees or 
wherever it may land when not in th 
open."—New York Sun. 


COLT'S INVENTION, 


The First Great ImproTeiiicnt Made 


In Repenting PiMtolM. 


In this day of jmpioved firearms the 


fact that the first great improveroem 
made in repeating pistols by Colonel 
Samuel Colt was patented in tbe day 
of our grandfathers is seldom recalled 
It was Coloucl Colt, then of New York 
to whom was granted the patent, Feb 
2o, 1836. 
The original petition in tbe 


case was destroyed by the fire in De- 
cember following. The letters patent 
were returned when application was 
made for the reissue, Sept. 1, 1S4S. Tbe 
original letters are signed by Andrew 
Jackson, piesident; John Forsyth, sec- 
retary of state, and Benjamin F. But- 
ler, attorney general. 


After di'srribing his invention Colo- 


nel Colt claims as new "tbe application 
of caps at the- end of the cylinder, the 
application of a partition between the 
caps, the application of a shoulder over 
the caps as a youuritj against moisture 
and the action of smoke upon the 
works of the locks, the principle of the 
couneet'ng lod between the hammer 
nnd tbe trigger, tbe nppllcntlon of the 
shackle to connect the cylinder with 
the ratchet," etc. 


There had been n revolver patented 


about 20 years before by one Collin, 
but until Colt's invention little head- 
way was made. Indeed it was not un- 
til Colt's Invention had b-pn given a 
trial by Major Sam Walker and bia 
Texas rangers that it gamed popular- 
ity and was regarded as a success. 
About tbe time Colonel Colt was ap- 
plying for a reissue, in 1848, Mr. Wes- 
son had filed arj application for a re- 
peating firearm, by wbich the Smith & 
Wesson pistol of today is represented.
